We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the business-type activities of the
Clarita-Olney Water Company, Inc. (the District), Clarita, Oklahoma, as of and for the year
ended June 30, 2022 and the related notes to the financial statements, as listed in the table of
contents.

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial
statements. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance
of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that
are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error.

Auditor’s Responsibility

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United
States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government
Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the
financial statements are free of material misstatement.

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and
disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s
judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial
statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor
considers internal control relevant to the District’s preparation and fair presentation of the
financial statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the
District’s internal control. Accordingly, we express no such opinion. An audit also includes
evaluating the appropriateness of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of
significant accounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall
presentation of the financial statements.

Opinion

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the
management’s discussion and analysis on pages 3-6 be presented to supplement the basic
financial statements. Such information, although not a part of the basic financial statements is
required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, who considers it to be an
essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an
appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain limited
procedures to the required supplemental information in accordance with auditing standards
generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of
management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information
for consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements,
and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the financial statements. We do not
express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited
procedures do not provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any
assurance.

The prior year “memorandum only” comparative information and the supplementary
information on page 18 are presented for the purposes of additional analysis and are not a
required part of the basic financial statements of the District. Such information has not been
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in our audit of the basic financial statements, and
accordingly, we do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on it.

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated
September 28, 2022, on our consideration of the District’s internal control over financial
reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations,
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe
the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting or on compliance and the
results of that testing and not to provide an opinion on internal control over financial
reporting or on compliance.

MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS

JUNE 30, 2022

Our discussion and analysis of the Clarita-Olney Water Company’s financial
performance provides an overview of the District’s financial activities for the fiscal year
ended June 3, 2022. Please read it in conjunction with the District’s financial statements
that begin on page 10.

FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS

• The District’s operating revenue exceeded operating expenses by $27,086 in the
2021-22 year, an increase of $18,379 over the prior year.

• The District paid off the $125,000 CDBG 0% interest loan in the 202 1-22 fiscal
year.

• In 202 1-22, the District was approved for a $110,926 grant from the USDA to
install a new 4 inch line. $102,848 of these proceeds were received in 2021-22.

• The District approved raising water rates, effective August 1, 2022 to keep up
with increased costs.

Using This Report

This report is presented in a format consistent with the presentation requirements of the
Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, as applicable to
the District’s basis of accounting.

Basis of Accounting

The District has elected to present its financial statements in the accrual basis of
accounting. According to the accrual basis, revenues are recorded when earned and
expenses are recognized when incurred. This policy is in accordance with generally
accepted accounting principles.

The Financial Statements

One of the most important questions asked about the District’s finances is, “Is the District
as a whole better off or worse off as a result of the year’s activities?” The Statement of
Net Position, the Statement of Revenues, Expenses and Changes in Net Position, and the
Statement of Cash Flows report information about the District and about its activities in a
way that helps answer this question.
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These three statements report the District’s net position and the changes in them. You can
think of the District’s net position — the difference between assets and liabilities — as one
way to measure the District’s financial health or financial position. Over time, increases
or decreases in the District’s net position are one indicator of whether its financial health
is improving or deteriorating. You will need to consider other nonfinancial factors,
however, such as changes in water rates paid or charged and the condition of the
District’s water system, to assess the overall health of the District.

The District has only one type of fund or activity, which is defined as Business-type
activities. This is considered a proprietary fund. This means the District charges a fee to
customers to help it cover all or most of the cost of certain services it provides.

Net Position, and Changes in Net Position

The District’s Net Position was higher in 2021-22, increasing from $620,981 to
$840,208. Our analysis below focuses on the Net Position (Table 1) and Changes in Net
Position (Table 2) of the District’s business-type activities.

Net Position of the District increased by 35.3 percent ($840,208 compared to $620,981).
The main reason for this large increase was the grant proceeds received in 2021-22.
Unrestricted net position — the part of net position that can be used to finance day-to-day
operations without constraints established by debt covenants, enabling legislation, or
other legal requirements — increased from $157,983 to $179,343.

The District’s total service revenues increased by 13.0 percent ($26,725). The total cost
of all expenses increased by 6.1 percent ($13,045).

Capital Assets

At June 30, 2022 the District had $660,865 invested in capital assets, net of depreciation,
including land, the water system, equipment, leases and rights. The District added
$216,660 in additional capital assets in 2021-22. The majority of additions were water
line relocations and installations.

Long-Term Debt

The District had no outstanding debt at June 30, 2022. The 20 year note from 2002 was
paid off in 2021-22.

Economic Factors and Next Year’s Budget and Rates

For the upcoming fiscal year ending June 30, 2023 the District’s budget is fairly
consistent with prior years.

As the current economic conditions continue and expenses continue to increase,
additional rate increases may become necessary.

Section 1 — Summary of Auditor’s Results:

1. An unmodified opinion report was issued on the financial statements.

2. The audit disclosed a significant deficiency in the internal controls, item 22-1, which
was considered to be a material weakness.

3. The audit disclosed no instances of noncompliance which are material to the financial
statements.

Section 2 — Findings relating to the financial statements required to be reported in
accordance with GAGAS:

22-1 — Lack of Segregation of Duties

Condition-
The inherent limitations resulting from a small number of employees performing
functions that would normally be divided among employees were a larger number
available prevent a proper segregation of accounting functions, which is necessary in
order to assure adequate internal accounting controls.

Criteria-
An organization should ensure that there is a proper segregation of duties regarding
bank reconciliations and the payment and classification of expenses.

Cause/Effect
There is always the possibility that funds expended or bank withdrawals are not used
for actual District obligations. The District is not large enough to justify the hiring of
additional personnel.

Recommendation-
The current procedures should not be changed. However, there should be additional
personnel instilled into the reconciliation and payment procedures when this becomes
economically possible.

Response
Additional personnel will be hired when the actual funds are available. The District is
small cannot afford to hire additional personnel. All funds are collected through
Shamrock Bank in Coalgate, and two signatures are required on all checks issued.

Note 1 — Significant Accounting Policies

Clarita-Olney Water Company, Inc. (the “District”) was created under the provisions of
Title 82, Oklahoma Statutes, Sections 1324.1-1324.26 inclusive, for the purpose of
providing water to the members of the District it serves. Membership in the water district
consists of water users who have paid the required membership and connection fees. The
District is exempt from federal and state income taxes.

The membership consists of approximately 400 users, each entitled to one vote. The
Board consists of five members. The vacant Board seats are elected at the annual
meeting, and all officers of the Board (chairman, vice-chairman and secretary/treasurer)
are voted and approved at this meeting. The members of the Board serve without
compensation.

Basis of Accounting

The accrual basis of accounting is followed for all accounts. Revenues are recorded
when earned and expenses are recognized when incurred. This policy is in accordance
with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP).

Deposits and Investments

Oklahoma Statutes authorize the District to invest in certificates of deposit, repurchase
agreements, passbooks, bankers’ acceptances, and other available bank investments
provided that all deposits are fully covered by approved securities pledged to secure those
funds. In addition, the District can invest in direct debt securities of the United States
unless such an investment is expressly prohibited by law.

Bank deposits are held at several financial institutions and are carried at cost. For
purposes of statements of cash flows, the District considers cash and all highly liquid
investments with an initial maturity of three months or less to be cash equivalents.

Custodial Credit Risk - At June 30, 2022, the District held deposits of approximately
$237,646 at financial institutions. The District’s cash deposits, including interest-bearing
certificates of deposit, are entirely covered by Federal Depository Insurance (FDIC) or
direct obligation of the U.S. Government insured or collateralized with securities held by
the District or by its agent in the District’s name.

Investment Interest Rate Risk - The District does not have a formal investment policy that
limits investment maturities as a means of managing its exposure to fair value losses
arising from increasing interest rates.

Investment Credit Risk — The District has no policy that limits its investment choices
other than the limitations of state law, as follows:

a. Direct obligations of the U.S. Government, its agencies and instrumentalities to
which the full faith and credit of the U.S. Government is pledged, or obligations
to the payment of which the full faith and credit of the State is pledged.

b. Certificates of deposits or savings accounts that are either insured or secured with
acceptable collateral with in-state financial institutions, and fully insured
certificates of deposit or savings accounts in out-of-state financial institutions.

c. With certain limitation, negotiable certificates of deposit, prime bankers
acceptances, prime commercial paper and repurchase agreements with certain
limitations.

d. County, municipal or school district tax supported debt obligations, bond or
revenue anticipation notes, money judgments, or bond or revenue anticipation
notes of public trusts whose beneficiary is a county, municipality or school
district.

e. Notes or bonds secured by mortgage or trust deed insured by the Federal Housing
Administrator and debentures issued by the Federal Housing Administrator, and
in obligations of the National Mortgage Association.

f. Money market funds regulated by the SEC and in which investments consist of
the investments mentioned in the previous paragraphs (a-d).

Fair Value of Financial Instruments — The District’s financial instruments include cash
and cash equivalents, accounts receivable, accounts payable and notes payable. The
District’s estimate of the fair value of all financial instruments does not differ materially
from the aggregate carrying values of its financial instruments recorded in the
accompanying statement of net position. The carrying amount of these financial
instruments approximates fair values because of the short maturity of these instruments.

Capital Assets

Capital (fixed) assets are valued at cost, and depreciation is computed by use of the
straight-line method. The estimated useful life of these assets range from five to 40
years. Capital asset information for the 202 1-22 fiscal year is as follows:

Inventories

The District does not include an inventory amount on its financial statements. All items
purchased for inventory are expensed immediately.

Equity Classification

Equity is classified as net position and displayed in three components:

1. Net Investment in capital assets — Consists of capital assets, including restricted
capital assets, net of accumulated depreciation and reduced by the outstanding
balances of any bonds, mortgages, notes or other borrowings that are attributable
to the acquisition, construction, or improvements of those assets and adjusted for
any deferred inflows and outflows of resources attributable to capital assets and
related debt.

2. Restricted — Consists of restricted assets reduced by liabilities and deferred
inflows or resources related to those assets, with restriction constraints placed on
the use either by (a) external groups such as creditors, grantors, contributors, or
laws and regulations of other governments; or (b) laws through constitutional
provisions of enabling legislation.

3. Unrestricted — Net amount of assets, deferred outflows of resources, liabilities,
and deferred inflows of resources that are not included in the determination of net
investment in capital assets or the restricted component of net position.

Statement of Cash Flows

For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the District considers all highly liquid
investments, such as certificates of deposit maturing within 60 days of year end, as cash
equivalents.

Note 2— Long-Term Debt

The District had no outstanding long-term debt at June 30, 2022. The 20 year CDBG 0%
loan in the amount of $125,000 with the Coal County Public Facilities Authority was
paid off in 202 1-22.

Note 3—Insurance and Surety Bond Coverage

The District is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, damage to, and
destruction of assets; errors and omissions; injuries to employees; and natural disasters.
The District carries commercial insurance for risk of loss. Settled claims resulting from
these risks have not exceeded commercial insurance coverage in any of the past three
fiscal years.

Note 4— Major Suppliers

The District purchases their water from the Coalgate Water Department and is subject to
water rate increases from this water source.

Note 5— Subsequent Events

Management has evaluated subsequent events through September 28, 2022, which is the
date the financial statements were available to be issued and have determined that no
additional information needs to be added to the financial statements.
